STORRS VS. PIERRE PONT. 
JUDGMENT FOR THE FORMER. 

Last evening a Tnisune emissary called upon 
the Hon. Emery A. Storrs at the Palmer House 
to mako a few inquiries suggested by the letter

The County Hospital Job, and 
How it Is Managed. 


Low Bids Unceremoniously Rejected--- 
A Man of Straw. 


About a week ago the County Board opened 
the bids for the construction of the morgue, 
eto. of the new County Hospital. Some of 
these were for masonry, some for cut stone, 
some for iron-work, and four for the entire 
building. They were referred to the Committee 
on Hospital, which interesting body bas been 
busy ever since in considering them, assisted by 
Joe Hogan, who has a vested right to 
do at double prices all the plumbing 
which is needed by the county, by 
Clem Periolat, by Pat Kelly, who put on the 
lightning - rods at the County House end cleared 
1,000 on a contract for $1,400. and Mr. Coch- 
rane, the architect. The final result of ail their 
proceedings was an agreement, arrived at yea- 
terday, that the Committee recommend that the 
contract for the whole job be awarded to P. J. 
Sexton for $99,603. Sexton is the man who is 
now doing the carpenter-work in the new County 
Hospital, having secured the contract last July, 
and is understood to be in favor with the County 
Commissioners and those who stand behind 
them— Periolat, etc.

Aldermen Who Are Above the 
Law. 


Special Privileges Guaranteed to Their 
Tenants. 


Frauds in Transfers of Licenses---How to 
Step the Business, 


There bave lately been in these columns some 
exposures of the way in which the present City 
Government failed to collect the licenses due it, 
and it may be well to add to what has already 
been said some further facts, that the people 
may understand what sort of men have charge 
of the collection of the city’s revenues, and may 
also see how these men are performing the du- 
ties devolved upon them by law. 

THE LICENSE COMMITTEE. 

In the first place, the President of the Com- 
mon Council, when the body was organized, 
made the Committees up as they now stand. 
Recognizing the rights of the saloon-keepers, 
President Dixon, with # sort of ironical humor, 
made the Committee on Licenses to consist en- 
tirely ot salocon-keepers—on the principle, per- 
haps, that the proper way to catch the rum 
seller was to put another rumseller on his track. 
9 a much more delicate way of putting it 

if one were to say, “Set a thief 
2 catch a thief.” The result of this 
policy may be guessed. The Committee on 
Licenses consists ef Ald, Corcoran, who 
keeps a saloon at the Hateh House; Ald. O’Brien, 
who keeps a saloon at No. 181 West Harrison 
street; Ald. Foley, who keeps 6 saloon at No, 
146 Clark street; Ald. Eckhardt, who keeps a 
saloon at No. 448 West Chicago avenue; and 
Ald. Mahr, who has two saloons. It is a curious 
commentary on the administration of affairs 
that not one of this Committee has paid his 
license. It is not to be wondered at that the 
people who have licenses to pay refuse to 
them, and are protected in their refusal by the 
chief officer of the city, who, while he is set to 
exeonte the laws, seems to spend most of bis 
time in devising means of breaking them, and 
seems to consider his duty to be nothing more 
— to protect his friends from any of the city's 
aws. 

The five members of the Council just named 
were present at Monday eveuing's session, and 
heard Ald. Campbell pronounce the tax-fighters 
thieves, robbers, highwaymen, bandits, pick- 
pockets, and worse. It would be curious to 
know if they all thought upon the situation as 
applied to themselves. If tho tax-fighters are 
thieves. then these Aldermen are thieves, for 
their offense is precisely the same, —refusing to 
pay the city its dues. If the tax-fighter is 
worse than a robber, then the Aldermen who re- 
fuse to pay their dues are worse than the tax- 
fighters, because they hear at every meeting the 
city’s urgent need of money, aud yet refuse to 
pay up. 

Five examples these men are to point ont 
to the people while saying, ‘‘ Behold! the city 

needs its taxes; come forward and put your 
tithes into the hands of these men that they 
may apportion them out,” and the tax-payer 
wags bis head and hints that he would like to 
see the City Fathers pay up themselves before 
they demand money from others. 

Au. Campbell should be careful how he ro- 
flecte on tax-lighters, when so many of them 
sit under his preachments. 

It would seem as if the idea of protection had 
beeo carried aboat far enough when the Mayor 
assumes to free his pets from paying their 
dues, and when the Aldermen refuse to 
cause they are Aldermen. But it seems there is 
another class who refuseto pay because they 
are 

TENANTS OF ALDERMEN. 

The following instance wil! illustrate what is 
meant: Gus Berg keeps a saloon at Nos. 61 and 
63 North Dearborn street in s building owned 
and partly oscupied by Ald. Jonas, of the Twen- 
tieth Ward. It appears that Berg bas not paid 
bis saloon license, and consequently has made 
himself more or less amenable tothe law. He 
was remonstrated with a short time ago on his 
failure to pay, and explained matters very ciear- 
ly by saving that he did not intend to pay; he 
had made it all right with the Aiderman,—ia 
fact, he had done more than that : he had entered 
into an understanding with the Alderman when 
the place was rented that one of the 
privileges and rights should be freedom 
from payment of license. The Alderman had, 
said Berg, told bim it was all right; that he 
needn't bother himself about license, policemen, 
or notices; he (Jonas) would “take care of 
him.” 

On this very comfortable understanding Berg 
has been doing business right along, without 

aying any attention to the warnings of the 
Mayor's police. These useful members of 
society have been around in the neighborhood ; 
they made a call on Best, a saloon-keeper at 

made him pay up. But then he didn’t rent 
of the Ald aud hadn't fixed things. If 
there was any decency, any fairness, 
and love for law, or respect for authority, in 
the Mayor, he would treat every man alike * 
not permit any one te cheat the citv under the 
guise of Aldermanic authority or under its pro- 
tection. Berg’s case is ouly a sample of many 
others. 

The recent stirring up that has been given the 
license collections by Tux Tamuxz's articles has 
done some good, but the mind of the evil-heart- 
ed saloon-keeper bas been moved to yarious 
kinds of guile, and he has been laying awake 
nights to devise 

‘SCHEMES FOR CHEATING THE CITY. 
One of the best of these ways of sin lately— 
and perhaps largely—put in practice is the fol- 
lowing: Suppose a saloon-keeper doing busi- 
ness under a regular and satisfactory license— 
say on Archer avenue; he may, by — stretch 
of the imagination, ‘be supposed to have 
been visited by one of the Mayor's 
license policemen, who has recorded 1 on the 
books as straight and duly licensed. « 
now, that this saloon-keeper should fond. bis li- 
cense to a man doing business on the West Side. 
The latter could take the document to the City 
Clerk’s office and get 16 transferred to himself 
and show it to the inquiring peeler with every 
appearance of honesty. By this simple process 
two men could do business on the same heense, 
and by repeating the transfer occasionsily two 
or three more could be let in under the same 
document. 

This game has been practiced to a considera- 
ble extent within the iast few weeks, and will be 
continued until the Mayor puts his foot on it. 


This he could easily do, for under the 
law he has the power to allow 
or forbad the transfer of 


Judging from His Honor’s previous record on 
the license question, 1t is safe to say that he will 
do nothing which will tend to the city’s interest. 

Another, and an easy and effective way, is for 
the Council to pass an order no longer than the 
following : 

Ordered, That the City Clerk be instructed not to 
transfer any license from one person to another from 
and after this date, 

Thies would end the trouble, and would, coupled 
with an honest collection of license fees by an 
honest Mayor and honest assistants, nearly 
double the revenue from that source,

344c for May. Rye was quiet at 683640. 
Barley was more active and firmer, closing at 
57@574¢ for March and 57e for April. Hogs 
were firm at 5c advance, with most of the 
sales at $7.90@8.30. Cattle were in active 
demand and stronger. Sales at $3.00@6.00. 
Sheep were active and steady. One hundred 
dollars in gold would buy $114.50 in green- 
backs at the close. 


The Freeport (Il.) Journal, in view of 
the bitterness of the fight going on be- 
tween the partisans of Brvenmar and 
Cron for Governor, and the bad feeling 
and weakening effect it is producing in the 
Republican ranks, proposes the old watch- 
dog of the Treasury, the Hon. E. B. Wasn- 
suRNE, for Governor. It thinks that sound 
policy demands that the Republican party 
should put their very strongest man at the 
head of the State ticket to lead the battle 
this year. The Chicago Journal has dropped 
some hints recently which indicate that it 
also is of the opinion that Wasnnunxx is the 
man for the emergency. This idea seems to 
be rapidly spreading. 

It is ascertained that the evidence of 
Wourr, the recusant witness in the Navy 
Department investigation, and who finally 
concluded to answer the question he at first 
refused, implicates two clerks in the Depart- 
ment as having received money from the 
contracter Brown. The clerks in question 
are next to be interrogated, and it may ap- 
pear that Brown’s bribes went higher up 
through the medium of these underlings. 
Wherever the money went that was paid for 
the allowance of the fraudulent claim for the 
loss of the steamboat Governor, let its final 
lodgment in the Navy Department be traced, 
no matter whose pocket it was. 


After more than three years of hard knock- 
ing and impatient waiting at the door of the 
Senate for admission as the duly accredited 
representative of the State of Louisiana in 
that body, the door is slammed in his face, 
and PMW HAK is informed that he can't 
come in. His cause has been championed 
ably, eloquently, and persistently by Mr. 
Morton, who failed at the last because of his 
inability to command for Pricupacx’s admis- 
sion the united support of the Republicans 
in the Senate. Mr. Epmunps, of Vermont, 
long ago took strong ground against the 
validity of Porcusacs’s election, and when 
the question of admission came to a vote 
yesterday four Republican Senators—Messrs. 
Epmunps and Morrui, of Vermont, Mon- 
RILL, of Maine, and Pappocr, of Nebraska— 
cast their votes with the Democrats, and, by 
a vote of 32 to 29, the Senate decided ad- 
versely to PrvcHBack. 


Pnocron Kxorr's specious attempt yester- 
day to throw upon the Cabinet the blame and 
responsibility for the flight of Marsa was 
effectually frustrated by Mr. Buarxe’s re- 
minder that the simple failure of Cuiymen’s 
Committee to discharge Mans would have 
retained him in Washington, and by 
the statement that Mans left the city three 
hours before the report of the Committee 
was submitted. Said Mr. Brame, re- 
ferring te the shuffling policy of the 
Democrats in regard to Bexrxnar: “He 
will neither be indicted, because it 
is against the dignity of the House 
to furnish testimony; nor will he be im- 
peached, because, on the whole, there is not 
enough to impeach him on.” Giving audible 
expression to a whispered suggestion from 
Mr. Hoan, Mr. Bram exclaimed: ‘ Give 
the case to this side of the House 
[the Republican side], and we will do 
both quickly.” This is the attitude of the 
Republican minority, and it is to prevent 
such speedy and thorough action in BN 
Knaur case that the Democrats are bending 
their entire energies. 

THE SERIOUS CONDITION OF CITY H- 
NANCES. 

From reading the proceedings of the Com- 
mon Council, the public will fail to under- 
stand the present critical condition of the 
city finances. The situation is by no means 
a satisfactory one. The Common Council in 
Committee of the Whole had framed the Ap- 
propriation bill for the nine months ending 
Dec. 31, 1876, appropriating an aggregate 
equal in proportion to an annual levy of 
$5,530,000. This did not include a quarter of 
a million past due to the gas companies, nor 
appropriate within $300,000 of enough to pay 
the consumption of gas for the present year 
at the high prices eharged the city by them, 
and it also excluded an appropriation of 
$500,000 to cover past deficiencies, which had 
been asked for by Mr. Harms. The Comp- 
troller is in New York endeavoring to renew 
his certificates of indebtedness, of which at 
least $3,000,000 will fall due on or before 
June 1, 1876. Upon hearing of the action 
of the Council Mr. Ham telegraphed the 
Mayor and Council that he found extreme 
difficulty in making a new debt and borrowing 
money to take up the outstanding certificates ; 
and that to sustain the failing credit of the 
city it was necessary: 1. That the Council 
should offer to those who owe back taxes an 
abatement of 10 per cent if said taxes were 
paid within a given time. 2. That the Coun- 
cil include in the appropriation $500,000 to 
meet past deficiencies. There were other 
recommendations which it is unnecessary to 
re 

In the Common Council, on Tuesday after- 
noon, there was a discussion on these recom- 
mendations. There were several questions 
as to what the $500,000 was to cover, and the 
explanations offered were at the best very 
obscure. One brilliant idea was suggested, 
that the appropriation was needed that the 
Comptroller might say he had $500,000 sur- 
plus capital on which to back up the credit of 
the city in obtaining new loans. We regret 
to say that the object of this appropriation is 
not of a sentimental eharacter. It is severely 
practical; it is to cover absolute deficiencies 
caused by the expenditure of money by the 
city for which there has been no appropria- 
tion, and for which no tax has been levied. 
The Appropriation bill, as it now stands, con- 
tains an item of $240,000 to cover an ex- 
penditure made last year for water extension, 
for which no tax was levied. An equal 
amount of certificates is now outstanding 
bearing interest. That expenditure ought 
never have been made; it was an addition of 
$250,000 to the city debt, without the slight- 
est pretense of legality. 

It was also suggested that the deficiency 
was caused by the Gao defalcation, which 
was represented as amounting to $482,000, 
less $60,000 paid since. These figures in- 
cluded the charge of $130,000 for interest, 
which we suppose will never be allowed and 
cannot be enforced by law. The defalcation 
proper is, therefore, now about $300,000. 
But that is only anitem in the deficiency. 
There was $600,000 of money received from 
the State on account of the canal debt, and 


time to be repaid. It is double the amount 
of the Gion defalcation. The city authori- 
ties have, moreover, been in the habit of 
making appropriations and levying taxes for 
a much less sum than was notoriously re- 
quired under its contracts. Thus its appro- 
priations for lighting the city and the tax 
levid for that purpose will, at the end of the 
year, even if no more lamps be ordered, be 
short about $300,000. But during this year, 
following precedents, this deficit will be in- 
creased by the cost of new lamps on the 
open prairie to $350,000. Mr. Hayzs does 
not pretend that the $500,000 asked will 
cover the whole deficit; he asks that much 
as a beginning,—the starting of a fund from 
which to pay outstanding indebtedness for 
which there has been no appropriation and 
for which no tax has ever been levied. There 
is nothing to be gained by suppressing the 
truth. The public have aright to the facts. 
It will not do to be forever parading the ghost 
of the Gan defaloation as an explanation 
of the city’s embarrassment, when the fact is 
that besides the indebtedness of the city rep- 
resented by unpaid taxes there is other in- 
debtedness for which no tax has been levied 
and no appropriation made, which aggregated 
makes a deficiency not much short of $1,500,- 
000. Of this, as we have said, the Gao de- 
falcation is responsible to not much exceed- 
ing $300,000, nearly one-half of which is for 
money locked up in the suspended banks, 
and which ought now to be collectable, and for 
the other half the city nolds an assignment 
of all his property, as well as its claim on his 
bond. Another item entering into the defi- 
ciency is the interest which has been paid on 
the certificates. Assuming the average amount 
to be $3,000,000 of certificates, and the rate 7 
cent, and the time two years and a half, there 
has been an expenditure of over $500,000 for 
interest on these temporary loans. How 
much of this has been appropriated and for 
how much of it there has been a tax levied 
we cannot say; but that there has been a defi- 
ciency thus created is beyond all doubt. Our 
city debt, therefore, is of a three-fold char- 
acter: 1. The funded debt. which is legal; 
2. The loan certificates in excess of the con- 
stitutional limit; and 3. The debt represent- 
ing expenditures made without or in excess 
of appropriations, and without or in excess of 
taxes levied for such purpose. 

When Mr. Ham asks, therefore, that half 
a million of dollars be appropriated to meet 
this deficit in part, he is not asking a senti- 
mental appropriation, but one absolutely 
necessary in order to save the city from a dec- 
laration of insolvency. 

The recommendation of the Comptreller 
that a rebate of 10 per cent be allowed on 
the payment of the taxes for years prior to 
those of this year, and which have been in 
suit or are now in suit, or for which the city 
holds tax-sale certificates or tax deeds, is per- 
haps nothing more than a prudent compro- 
mise,—better to abate these disputed taxes 
than to pay interest on borrowed money in 
their place. If there be legal power to make 
such a contract, the city might perhaps make 
the offer profitably. The offer should not, 
however, include the taxes falling due now, 
in 1876. 

The Common Council seem to be per- 
plexed as to making the appropriation of 
$500,000 without deducting other items in 
the Appropriation bill. 

A small reduction of the whole list of sal- 
aries would complete the sum needed to ad- 
mit the appropriation of $500,000. If, in 
addition, the issue of illegal certificates be 
stopped and the large expenditure for inter- 
est thereon be saved, there will be a reasona- 
ble prospect of ultimate deliverance from the 
present difficulties, 


COMPANION-PIECES IN JOBBERY. 

The later Washington reports hint at two 
jobs, which only confirm the previots expe- 
rience that frauds on the Government are 
rarely partisan and generally include mem- 
bers of both political parties. One of these 
implicates another member of the Cabinet, 
and the other places an eminent Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency under suspicion. 
We refer, of course, to the fraudulent Ken- 
tucky Oentral Railroad claim of $150,00 
which Mr. Gzorcz H. Penpixton engineered 
through the War Department after Be.xnarp 
became Secretary, and to the payment by 
the Secretary of the Navy, Ropzson, of $52,- 
000 for the destruction in a storm of a char- 
tered vessel called the Governor. ‘The Gov- 
ernment was the loser in both cases. 

So far as the Kentucky Central Railroad 
claim is concerned, it is proper to give Mr. 
Pznpuzton the credit of having made a gen- 
eral and comprehensive denial of having 
paid any money to Mrs. BLW Ar on this 
account, and of having immediately solicited 
an opportunity of giving testimony before a 

ional Committee on the subject. 
At the.same time, it is certain that a fraudu- 
lent claim amounting to nearly $150,000 for 
compensation (over and above all that was 
due, which had already been paid the Ken- 
tucky Central Railroad) was allowed by Sec- 
retary BNA after it had been repeatedly 
rejected by three Secretaries of War—Sran- 
ron, Scnorrerp, and Rawiins—and while 
Gen. Mios still reported adversely to it. 
It is said that Mrs. Beixnap admitted to Mrs. 
Marsa and others that she had received 
about $35,000 for influencing the allowance 
of this claim, aud that Mrs. Munen was pre- 
pared to testify to this much before the 
Democratic Committee permitted or induced 
her and her husband to abscond to Canada. 
It is also said that Mr. Penp.eron was one 
of the party of European tourists in which 
the present Mrs. Beixnar (then Mrs. Bowzrs) 
cut so large a figure. It is not denied that 
Mr. PzenpietTon was acting for the Railroad 
Company. Under these circumstances, it 
would be just as well to take him at his 
word and give him an opportunity of ex- 
plaining to Congress his connection with the 
case. It looks now as though he was in very 
poor business, whether he actually paid Mr. 
BELKNAP any money or not, as an aspirant to 
Presidential honors actmg as lobbyist in a 
raid on Government funds. 

The other case—that of the payment for 
the chartered steamer Governor—has as bad 
a look in its way as the BMX jobs. It 
seems to have been a case where no money 
ought to have been paid, since the destruc- 
tion of the vessel was by the natural ele- 
ments for which the contract did not hold 
the Government responsible. In the next 
place, the payment was excessive, even 
if properly made;—so excessive, in 
fact, that it was divided into two 
halves, one of which went to the owners 
of the vessel and the other to the ring of 
lobbyists who secured the payment. Among 
the latter appears the name of ex-Senator 
Catre.., of New Jersey, an intimate friend 
of Secretary Ronzson. The witness who re- 
vealed this much, however, has refused to 
say whether he had taken any of this money 
to any officer of the Navy Department, and 
fell down in a fit when brought before the 
House yesterday for contumacy. Where the 
ultimate facts will lead cannot be foretold, 


| but there is little donbt that the Government 


was defrauded out of $52,000 by the opera- 
tion. : 

These Government swindles usually run in 
pairs, and but little partisan advantage can 
be gained from their exposure, though the 
Democrats evidently think otherwise. But, 
while they are at these investigations, they 
must not think that they can stop whenever 
they come toa Democrat. We hope all the ras- 
calities may be exposed, whether Democratic 
or Republican, and whether they involve a 
Cabinet officer or a Presidential candidate. 

THE COURT-HOUSE BUILDING. 

At the last meeting of the County Board, 
the following resolutions relative to the 
building of the Court-House were offered by 
Commissioner Aras: 3 

WHEREAS, The great destruction of property by the 
fire of 1871, supplemented by the panic of 1873, has 
taxed the means and energies of the people to their 
utmost in the reconstruction of the city, and in the re- 
establishment of business, rendering rigid economy 
in public expenditure an imperative duty; therefore, 

Resolved, That in the construction of the new Court- 
House and City-Hall a sum not exceeding $1,500,000 
should be expended, or $750,000 by the county, 

Resolved, That the Committee of the Board having 
charge of the subject be, and they are hereby, instruct 
ed to consult with the city authorities, and endeavor 
to secure their co-operation in causing plans to be 
drawn for a building to cost not exceeding the limit 
fixed by the foregoing resolution. 

Resotved, That said Committee be further instruct- 
ed to cause the property known as the Reform School 
grounds to be platted and sold upon such terms as 
may appear most advantageous, in order that the pro- 
ceeds thereof may be applied toward defraying the 
cost of the new Court-House. 

Reselved, That all and any action of this Board here- 
tofore had relative to the construction of the Court- 
House which contravenes the purport of the foregoing 
resolutions be, and the same is hereby, rescinded. 


These resolutions were greeted with langh- 
ter and derision by MoCarrrey, who seems 
to represent the average sentiment of the 
Board, but they were referred to a Joint 
Committee on Public Buildings and Public 
Service. We fear that this will be the last of 
them. MoCarrrey’s laugh has more signifi- 
cance than the reference to the Committee. 
It said, as plainly as possible, that any prop- 
osition to reduce expenditures in that Board 
was simply ridiculous, and would be prompt- 
ly laughed down. Certainly the experience 
of the past is indicative of the truth of all 
this, even coming from McCarrrey. 

We have no doubt Mr. Ayars’ proposition 
was made in good faith, and it is certainly 
founded in good policy and sound judgment. 
It is a matter of common notoriety that as 
good a building can be erected now for the 
sum of $1,500,000 as could have been ob- 
tained for $2,500,000 when the determina- 
tion to rebuild the Court-House was first 
made. ‘The adherence to the cost originally 
determined upon can only’ be with the un- 
derstanding that the difference shall furnish 
rich pickings for those in charge of the con- 
struction and their favorite contractors. The 
contemplated cost of $3,000,000—double 
the proposed limit in Mr. Aras res 
olution—is grossly and outrageously in 
excess of either the public desires or 
the public necessity. Baltimore built itself 
a Court-House for less than $2,000,000, 
which is represented as being one of the 
finest buildings of the kindin the country, 
and built it at this cost when the price of 
labor and material ranged from 25 to 40 per 
cent higher than at present. But the Balti- 
more Court-House was built honestly. We 
believe that the total cost of thé United 
States Capitol at Washington, the two wings 
of which are of white marble, the whole re- 
garded as the most elegant structure on the 
continent, and which, in size and ornamenta- 
tion, is far beyond the ambition of any local 
Government, came within $5,000,000, and 
yet Chicago, overloaded with taxation and 
debt, is asked to pay three millions for a 
Court-House ! We sincercly hope Mr. Arans 
resolution may be adopted, but fear, in the 
sound of MoCarrrey’s laugh, that there is 
scarcely any prospect of it. 

There is but one way in which this might 
be brought about, and that is to put the 
entire construction of the building in the 
hands of the County Board, if they would 
agree to bring the whole cost within the 
limit of $1,500,000. In this way they would 
have the handling of just as much money as 
under the present arrangement, while the 
cost to the people would be reduced one- 
half. Perhaps it would be well for the Com- 
mon Council to make further advances to the 
County Board to undertake the entire work, 
renting one-half to the city in perpetuity, on 
this new basis, as the opinion has already 
been expressed in the Common Council that 
$1,500,000 or $1,800,000 is abundant for 
the work ; the former figure is high enough. 
It is only in this way, if at all, that the 
County Board can probably be induced to 
adopt the new limit proposed. Yet it is cer- 
tain that a building in every way adequate to 
the use of city and county and a credit to 
Chicago can be provided for $1,500,000 at a 
time when material and labor are immeas- 
urably cheaper than at any time these past 
fifteen years. It will be a defiance of public 
opinion and a shameless confession of cor- 
ruption to refuse to fix a limit of $1,500,000 
under these circumstances. 


AN IMPOTENT THUNDERBOLT. 

The debate in Congress on Tuesday touch- 
ing the summons of the House Committee to 
appear before the Grand Jury in the BRT- 
KNAP matter was so partisan in character as 
to make it difficult to get at the real merits of 
the question at issue. Upon the one side the 
Republican members were seeking to press 
the matter to the bottom. Upon the other 
side the Democrats were determined that it 
should not be, and the result of this antag- 
onism was a great deal of passion, buncombe, 
demagogery, and partisan bitterness, 

In trying to get at the merits of this de- 
bate, it is necessary to keep in view all the 
time the fact that Mr. CL IAR, Democratic 
Chairman of the Investigating Committee, 
allowed the witness Mans to abscond to 
Canada, and take with him all the original 
papers, contracta, and documents which had 
been before the Committee, in the face of 
the protestations of Republican members of 
the Committee, and that Ciymzr declined to 
detain him before amy announcement was 
made that Marsn was to be prosecuted. In 
view of this and other facts, the allegation of 
the Democrats, that it was the intention of 
the Executive to intimidate witnesses, throt- 
tle investigation, and afford immunity to 
criminals, is very lame and thin, and it sug- 
gests some important questions which 
seem to have been studiously avoided by 
the Democrats in the debate. Why 
was not Mans detained? Being allowed to 
escape, why was he allowed to carry off the 
original contracts and the checks proving the 
payments to Berxnar? Having let this wit- 
ness escape and carry off the documents with 
him,—the only witness who can prove the 
charges contained in the articles of impeach- 
ment,—now come these members of the 
House Committee, and, hiding behind their 
privilege, refuse to testify before the Grand 
Jury. Why are they opposed to going before 
the Grand Jury? If they refuse to appear 


before that body, then why do they not go on 


| with their impeachment ? If they intend to 


proceed with their impeachment, why have 
they let their witness go, and allowed him to 
take their documents and proofs with him? 
Why are they now setting up their privi- 
lege”? The Grand Jury is a body sworn to 
secrecy. The testimony before them is not 
made public. But, even admit that the whole 
of the testimony should leak out, Mr. BLA 
asked Mr. Crymer if the Committee had 
withheld any of the evidence against BxL- 
ENAP in its report to the House, and Mr. 
Cuymer emphatically replied that # Aad 
not. Why, then, was this Commit- 
tee, after it had placed the House in 
possession of every item of evidence, 
and after that evidence had been 
spread abroad in the Congressional Record and 
in every newspaper in the country, afraid to 
go before the Grand Jury and testify? What 
witnesses are to be intimidated who have not 
already been intimidated? If they have 
already told all their testimony, why are they 
afraid to repeat it before the Grand Jury ? 
As Mr. BLA says: Does not the whole 
country see that having possession of the 
evidence on which an indictment can be 
found, and having in its possession every 
paper in the case (except those they allowed 
Mans to take to Canada), the House puts 
itself behind its technical privilege and 
throws itself across the indictment of Bxx- 
KNAP, and that to-day it stands as an obstacle 
and sole obstacle to the indictment of the late 
Secretary of War?” Why do they not im- 
peach him? If they are not going to im- 
pearch him, why not indict him? The ani- 
mus of the Democrats is apparent enough. 
Having done what mischief they can in 
besmirching Republicans, they seem afraid to 
go farther. If they do, other exposures 
might follow very damaging to their crowd. 
They are getting alarmed. They have sad- 
denly found themselves in deep water. In- 
vestigation is a two-edged tool. Sitting upon 
the rocks and bobbing for whales with their 
tiger · tail bait,” they have found Democratic 
leviathans in close and dangerous proximity 
to the bait, and in order not to hook them 
they must stop fishing. Hence the failure to 
go on with the impeachment. Hence this 
attempt to stifle the Grand Jury investiga- 
tion. Although his indictment could not 
affect his impeachment, nor his impeachment 
affect his indictment, the Democrats have 
thwarted the ane by sending away their wit- 
ness and allowing him to carry off the papers, 
and now seck to stifle the indictment by 
screening themselves behind their privilege. 
It is all well enough to impeach BxLXNAT, so 
long as it does not expose some prominent 
Democrat to impeachment. It is all well 
enough to indict BxMLXNAT, if it does not in- 
volve the indictment of Democrats. As this 
consequence, however, is apparent, the Dem- 
ocrats are doing the next best thing by carry- 
ing this business as far as it will serve the 
purposes of political claptrap and then stop- 
ping. Let no guilty man escape—uniess he 
be a Democrat. We make bold to affirm that 
the Democrats will neither impeach nor in- 
dict BeLENap. 
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WILD TALK IN THE COMMON COUNCIL. 

Messrs. CULLERTON and CaMPBELL are mem- 
bers of the Common Council who like to 
hear themselves talk, and who air their dema- 
gogism on every possible occasion. They 
always go for the old flag and an appro- 
priation.” In the debate on Tuesday on the 
city finances, Mr. CuLLERTON was insolent, 
ignorant, and defiant. He rejected all meas- 
ures looking to economy as intended to break 
down the present City Administration, of 
which he is a champion, a representative, and 
a leader. He was opposed to any measure to 
reduce expenditure, and he expressed the 
hops that the city’s paper would go to pro- 
test, when, he said, the “ people would rise 
en masse and take measures to prevent such a 
calamity,”—the aroused and outraged people, 
meaning the tax-eaters, would bring the tax- 
fighters to terms. What this exactly means 
is not very clear, but we assume that, coming 
from Mr. CvunuEeRTon, it means that the non- 
tax-payers—the bummers, and loafers, and 
pensioners on the city, the office-holders and 
their dependents—will hold mass-meetings 
and demand that, if the property-owners 
do not submit to all the taxation that Mr. 
Cuntenton proposes, then their property 
must be taken away from them. All of 
which is rank ignorance and insolence. 

Mr. Campspeti characterized all persons 
who objected to excessive and unequal taxa- 
tion as pirates, thieves, and robbers, worse 
than the inmates of the jail, worse than 
bandits.” He also offered his services “ to 
put the brand of Cam on all men who re- 
fused to pay their taxes.” He objected to 
any appropriation to pay the floating debt; 
he was for issuing certificates instead of pay- 
ing; he was for piling up certificates in defi- 
ance of law and Constitution; and declared 
that the man who said the city’s paper might 
go to protest was either a fool or a knave! 
Yet Mr. CaurnmL represents an intelligent 
and respectable constituency! We question 
whether they approve his ridiculous and non- 
sensical talk. These men forget that there 
never was any general or serious opposition 
to paying taxes until the City Council made 
such a course general and popular. There 
was no discontent until the Common Council 
became a place of corruption, where appro- 
priations were bought and sold, where ex- 
penditures were made for expenditures’ sake, 
and not until assessments became dishonest, 
partial, and notoriously the result of corrup- 
tion and malice. Then corrupt and dishon- 
est assessments, taxation, and expenditure 
were resisted by non-payment of taxes. 

The question is one of high legal import: 
Are these certificates legal or illegal? and Mr. 
CampseELL nor Mr. CuLizrron’s bummer 
mass-meetings cannot determine this ques- 
tion, nor can they compel people to lend 
money on them, nor to take them in payment 
of debt, even if Mr. Campnei go around 
with his branding irons. The finances of the 
city are to be improved by legal and business- 
like legislation and administration, and not 
by such absurdities as are put forth by these 
demagogues of the Common Council. 

As time goes on, the influence of England 
in Turkish affairs becomes ‘more and more 
apparent, as well as the manner also in 
which that country has quietly taken its re- 
venge. When Turkey refused to pay the in- 
terest on its bonds, and defaulted on them to 
the amount of several hundred millions of 
dollars, the friendship of England for Turkey 
suddenly cooled, and, for the first time in the 
history of the relations of the two countries, 
the English press exposed the real character 
of the Turks and of Turkish rule.

The dispatches in- 
timate that the powerful nation of Servia has 
proclaimed a Republic, deposed the ruling 
dynasty, and escorted the Prince of Milan to 
the frontier, who has all along been seeking 
to hold the Servians back from giving aid 
and comfort to the Herzegovinians. Out of 
this failure to pay their debts the Turks are 
now in a fair way to be driven across the 
Bosphorus into the country whence they 
came. Meanwhile England has secured the 
Suez Canal, and is careless as to the future 
of Turkey, or who gets her. The creditor’s 
revenge in this case has been a very complete 
one, and the miserable condition of Turkey, 
considered as a nation, enforces what we had 
to say a few days since, concerning the curse 
of debt to individuals.

ECLIPSE OF THE MOON, 


The moon will be partially eclipsed to-night, 
The phenomenon will be visible from Chicago, 
weather permitting, and from all other points in 
the United States and Canadas, under the same 
condition, but will not be a very interesting one. 
At the middle of the eclipse the centre of the 
moon will be 434¢ minutes (of are) further north 
than the centre of the earth’s shadow, so that 
only about three-tenths of the moon’s diameter 
will be in the shadow at the time of greatest 
obscuration, which will be at 31 minutes past 
midnight. 

The moon will enter the penumbra, or partial 
shadow, at 10h, 7m. p. m.; but for nearly an 
hour and a half from that time ber light will be 
only slightly diminished, and the ordinary ob- 
server would scarcely note a decrease in her 
brightness. The true eclipse will begin at 11h. 
Im. p. m., when the earth’s shadow will com- 
mence to bite into the moon a very little to the 
east from the south point in her disco. Thedark- 
ened portion of the lunar surface will increase in 
area during one hour, and decrease during an- 
ether hour, the last contact with the shadow oo- 
curring at Ih. 3Im. a.m. The passage through 
the penumbra will not be over tili 2b. 55 a. m.; 
but all after Ih. 3Im. will be of no interest to the 
ordinary gazer. 

Eolipses of 
the moon have often been described in the 
columns of Tux Trisune, accompanied by dia- 
grams when the phenomenon was total or 
nearly so. The present eciipse is not important 
enough to merit more extended notice.

Water-rents yesterday were $2,554. Collector 
Evans handed in $30,000 to the City Treasurer. 

The Board of Public Works yesterday audited 
their pay-rolls for the month of February, 
amounting to about $32,000. 


Mr. C. H. McCormick and George Miller 
called upon the Board of Public Works yester- 
day for information in regard to the Court- 
House. They got it. 


The City Collector took in about $800 yester- 
day. The cierks of that office are far from 
pleased with the Council’s action in reducing the 
number of men. Some will step down out 
about April 1. 

Building Inspector Bailey, in company with 
Assistant Fire Marshal Conway and a gang of 
laborers, was busy yesterday in demolishing the 
old and rickety distiliery building on the corner 
of Cologne and Deering streets. 


Collector Evans’ receipts amounted to nearly 
$20,000, which does not include the Zimes tax 
nor that $31 from Andre Matteson. The Col 
lectors about despair of effecting an entrance 
into Mr. Matteson’s house, as every door and 
window is bolted, locked, and barred.

His Recent Operations in the Circuit 
and Superior Courts. 


Affidavits and Counter-AMdavits---Jurors 
at a Dollar a Head. 


HOW THEY DO THINGS IN COOK COUNTY. 

It has been stated withia aday or so that 
there is an organized company which has its 
Leadquarters in Buffalo, N. I., gotten up ex- 
pressly for furnishing witnesses and professional! 
jurymel in any part of the country, to run cases 
and give such testimony as is desired to bring 
about certain ends. It is said,aleo, that this Asso- 
ciation bas its ramifications through Chicago, 
New York, Philadeiphia, Boston, Cincinnati, and 
other cities, where there are regular agencies, 
and that there are a certain class of lawyers 
aod private and public detectives connected with 
them. 

Last fall a man named 

FRED REHKOPY 

was run over by a train at a crossing in this city 
by an engine of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad, and so badly injured that he had to 
have one of his legs amputated. He sued the 
Company, laying bis damages at $25,000. The

Charles Stewart, was false. Carter 
came in again and Mr. Herrington told bim 
what Ashby had stated. Saturday last the two 
worthies met in the gentleman's office. Mr. 
Herrington told Ashby what had been said to 
Carter, and then Ashby pranced about the room 
aud vowed dire vengeance because he was given 
away. The offices of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company were y large 
enough to hold him. Finally, Mr. Herrington, 
with the aid of a small poker, made Ashby 
suddenly leave the premises. It is needicss 
to —1 the Company would not be bisck- 
mail On Monday last Mr. Herrington 
related these facts to some legal friends in Judge 
Williams’ room, aad one of them noticing Carter 
on the jury in Jadge Jameson’s room, informed 
the Judge of his doubtful character. A consul- 
tation was then had between the Judge and the 
lawyers, the result of which was that Carter was 
discharged by agreement, no reason being given.

haug the jury, but Rehkopf refused to have any- 
thing to do with him.

for manufacturing evidence or furnishing jurors, 
Indeed it would be impossible to hope to pack 
a jury in any given case, as the Clerk is the only 
one who knows what men will be chosen, and 
when a man has served at one term he is exempt 
for a year thereafter, and it is ground of challenge 


for cause. 

Judging from the manner and actions of the 
unknown who called on Mr. Herrington, 
they were only waiting to be dribed. As, however, 

Herri was rebuked in the Rehkopf case 
for his concuct toward the opposing counsel, it 
looks as though he had some personal feeling 
in the matter, or was attempting to throw a 
cloud over the good faith of the plaintiff, 
Rebkopf, who is entitled to a new trial, the jury
